A FRENCH EXPERIMENT Tl CHAT OF LOilON. 



GoTernment Undertakes to Help the 
Farmers Out of Tlielr Un- 
happy Condition. 



Aid and Pension Fund Also to lie 
Establislied— Ttie Tidings 
Spread Broadcast. 



I'aui.s, Nov. 20.— During the debate in 
the chiimber of deputiea to-day on the 
Biibject of the agricultural oriaia. Pre- 
mier Meline declared the cause of tbo 
cris'a waa the progreasira fall daring the 
past twenty years iu tho price of all agri - 
cult'irttl products, combined with the de- 
preciation in tlie price of silver. France, 
the Premier continued, waa powerleesi to 
solve these questions because they were 
of an international character. 

The agriculturiata, he explained, were 
not only besot by foreign competition 
but they bad to fiuht tho midiilemen, 
who were far too nuinerouB. But, accord- 
ing to M. Meline, tlie latter evil may be 
remedied by incroaainn tlie number of 
unioDB and co-operative societies. It 
waa the duty of the government, heaaid, 
to bring the conaumer nearer and nearer 
the producer, and consetiuently the gov- 
ernment would shortly Hubtiiit a bill for 
the organization of ns^ricultural credit 
eHtabliahmenta and of agrii;ultural in- 
surance oiHcea. 

In conclaaion the Premier remarked : 
'' These meaaurea will have mutual 
treatment as their baeia, and will alao 
establish an aid and pension fund." 

Tho statements , of M. Meline tvere 
greeted with loud cheers. N. Gerof^es 
Graux, Independent Republican, and a 
Btr-inir advocate of tlie interests of the 
aEiriciilturiatB, moved that the Preniier'a 
Bpeccii bo printed and posted up in 
every commune throughout France. The 
motion was carried amid great applause 
by a vote of 'SAS to G. 

NEWS OP THE CAPITAL. 

Lieutenant Governor'a Commission Delayed 
—Imports of Swine and Sheep— New 

puebec Judge. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 20.— OwiiiK to the tiov- 
ernor General's absence from the city 
tliere has been delay in signing the or- 
der in conneil appointing Lieutenant 
Governor Mclnnes. His honor's com- 
mission, duly executed, vas returned to 
Ottawa this morning and forwf.rded to 
British Columbia by the afternoon mail. 
It should reach Victoria no zt Thursday. 
The Lieutenant Governor may then pre- 
sent it to any member of the supreme 
court of the province and take the oath 
of office before such judicial otBcer. 

Hon. David Mills, the new minister of 
justice, arrived this morning and took 
charge of his department. He attended 
a meeting of tbo council this afternoon. 

The Imperial tiovernment award a 
Jubilee medal to General Gascoigiie in 
recognition of his having Buiit such an 
excellent continirent to represent the 
Dominion at the Oiiei^n's jaljilet-.

Lo.NDON, Nov. 20. — The British parlia- 
ment reassembles during the second 
week of February, three weeks later than 
originally intended. The principal tasks 
of the session will be tlie Irish local gov- 
ernment bill and the reform of the Lon- 
don county council, referred to by the 
Mar(|uia of Salisbury in his speech on 
Tuesday last before the National Union 
of Conservative Associations, when the 
Premier asked his hearera if they wanted 
to be governed like New York City. 
Then parliament will be called upon to 
legislate for the army, for increasing the 
strength, a))peaUng most urjientl-y to the 
country generally ; and tliere is a wide- 
spread demand that other (luestions be 
slielved and that the session be devoted 
to the army. 

The Mari)iiiaot S.alisbury 's propoBitiou 
to smasi) the London county council, al- 
ready relerred to, has raised a howl 
thronehout the land, and the British 
Premier is even worse "slandered" than 
was Ml. Richard Croker of New York 
during the recent municipal eleetiona in 
that city. The reception which the pro- 
posal has met with will probably lead to 
a reconsideration of the matter, other- 
wise the Tories are liable to lose every 
seat in London. 

GERilANY'S GRAB. 

Kusria Had Already Determined on Kiao- 
cbou Bay for a Naval Station. 

Lo.vDON, Nov. 20.— The diplomats are 
asking what the United States, M'hose in- 
terests in the East are advancing by 
leaps and bounds, will have to say re- 
specting the aei/.ure of Kiaochou Baj'. 
The further proceedings promise to be 
interesting, for according to the accepted 
version of the treaty oncluded in 1890, 
Russia secured the reversion of Kiao- 
chou bay ior a naval station. Looking 
below the service, the coup may be Ger- 
many's rcftort to the Franco-Russian al- 
liance. The newapapers of Great Brit- 
ain say that " war will be the outcome 
of all this harbor grabbing," adding: 
"Owing to our sovereignty of the eeaa 
we are able to pick and choose any por- 
tion of China which strikes our fancy. 
If it is already fortified by our rivals, so 
much the better." 



THE INDIAN WARFARE. 

Five Million Pounds Likely to Be the Money 
Cost of the Campaign. 

London, Nov. 20. — The news from In- 
dia is not encouraging. The audden re- 
crudescence of activity on the part of the 
tribesmen when it was tlioti^ht that the 
ad'air was about finished shows that, 
whatever the British oilicials may think, 
the natives of the invaded country are 
not aware that they are beaten. Their 
supplies of aininuuition and food seem 
to be inexhaustible, while nct;ording to 
latest evidence they have been in receipt 
of a constant supply of rillea and cai- 
tridgea from Birmingham, via the Per- 
sian Gulf and Afghanistan. 

A bad feature of tlie campaitjii is the 
rapid approach of winter. It is already 
b ttcrly colli on the frontier, and tlie 
r.ntish troops are not equipped for a 
winter campaign. The cost of military 
operations IB already eetimated at £2,- 
.')0(),000, and this amount will probably 
be doubled bsfore the close of the cam- 
paign.

STREET DUEL U TEXAS. 

An Editor, His Brother and a JttdgjB Engase 
Wltb Generally Fatal Sesalts. 

Waco, Tex., Nov. 20.— J. W. Harris, 
editor of the Waco Timea-Herald, a 
morning paper, and W. A. Harris, his 
brother, on one side, and Judge C. B. 
Gerald, a prominent citizen, fought a 
doel to the death on the atreets last 
night at 10 o'clock. W. A. Harria waa 
shot dead, J. W. Harris was wounded 
fatally in the body, and Gerald waa shot 
in the pide and may die. 

Gerald was ex-county judge and one 
of tbe most prominent ciuzens. Ho 
bad written a bitter ciiticiem on tlie 
Bayler university with reference to the 
recent mobbing of W. C. Brann and 
filed it with ]';ditor Harria for publica- 
tion.

GERMANY'S TAHIFF RELATIONS. 

An Economic Council to Advise Upon Future 
Attitude Towards Foreign Rivals. ■ 

Behlin, Nov. 20. — The eeonomic coun- 
cil, which began its seaBions thia week, 
its moat important meeting being at- 
tended by the Emperor, is a body 
especially called together by the govern- 
ment to evolve ttie best methoda in re- 
gard to international tariff relations, 
with special reference to the United 
States and Great Britain and her colon- 
ies. The council ia composed of a score 
of technical and practical experts in 
manufacture, agriculture, trade and 
banking, as well as a number of higher 
government otlicials. 

Among its members are Count von 
Kanitz, the agrarian leader, Baron von 
Manteullel, the Conservative leader. 
Count von Poaadowsky, the minister for 
the interior, and Baron von Tbielmann, 
the secretary of the Imperial treasury 
Herr Wernuth, late Imperial commis- 
sioner to the Chicago VVorld'a Fair, has 
charge of the statistical documents eul) 
mitted. Special committees appointed 
on agricultural, banking, textile, cliemi 
cal, iron and steel induatriea, have lield 
daily eessiona since the council was con- 
vened. Themain purpose of tho council 
ia to ascertain which industries, and to 
what extent, need fostering by the state. 

ENGINEERS' HOURS, 

While the Americans Work Thirteen Daily 
the British Day Cannot Be Reduced 
to Eight. 

London, Nov. 20. — Commentingon the 
letter from A. F, Yarrow, of the famous 
English shipbuilding Arm, who is now 
on a visit to the United States, dated 
Philadelphia, Nov. 9, showing that Am- 
ericans in the engineering yards work 13 
hours a day, the Globe points out that 
thia fact emphasizes the futility of the 
demands of atrikiag engineers of Great 
Britain who are askine for an eight hour 
day, and says : " The United States are 
already our greatest competitors in the 
engineering trade and it will be impoasi- 
ble to compete with them if the British 
engiueera work a day and a half leas 
weekly than their American rivals."

AL.VSKAN GOVERNMENT. 

Secretary Bliss Recommends Territoral 
Organization and Representation 
in Congress. 

W\.siiixGTON, Nov. 11).— Secretary of 
the Interior Bliss in his annual report, 
says, concerning Alaska, that existing 
conditions demand a radical change in 
the lawa relating thereto, and he recom- 
mends the public land laws bo extended 
to that district, that additional land 
offices be created, and appropriations 
made to carry them into effect ; 
that the granting of rights of 
way for railways, telegraph and 
telephone lines and the construc- 
tion of roads and trails be apecifically 
authorized ; that provision be made for 
the incorporation of municipalities, pro- 
viding for the liolding of elections, de- 
fining quuliticatione for voting and giv- 
ing such powers as are used and exer- 
cised by municipalities elsewhere; that 
the legal and pylitical statue of the 
native population, which ia in doubt, bo 
defined; that citizenship be extended 
to the Metlakahtla Indians who emi- 
grated from British Columbia and un- 
der authority of an act of congress ap- 
proved March 30, 1891, now occupy 
Annette island ; that complete territorial 
government be authorized and estab- 
ished and that representation in con- 
gress be granted.

It means, moreover, the eendinz north 
of millions of ' doUara worth of bulldiae 
material. Estimating on the baaia of 

last year's work, it meana that fully | 
*250,0(K),000 worth of merchandize would 
liavH to 1)0 u.nt into the Yukon nextyear. 
The thing Bueinfl impoHBilile ; hut, lliiais' 
the 8ort of problem with vvhicii eorae 
people think we will have to deal next 
year. , 

Suppoae, to be very conservative, that 
we divide the above estimate by 10 and 
say that only 50,000 people will start for 
the North. Thi.s ig about six times as 
many as went last year. It will take a 
hundred trips of the average coast steam- 
ship to carry that many people and a 
year's supply for them North. If they 
all go by way of the Yakon, it would 
mean that from six to ten steamers 
would have to leave St. Michael's every 
day while the river was open for the 
2,000-mile jottrney up that river. If they 
all so down the Yukon, it will mean 
that during three months a hundred 
boats a day will have to go down the 
river, unless as soon as the ice goea out a 
fleet of river steamera makes (or the up- 
per Yukon. 

Noboby will accept the .'iO, 000 estinuite ; 
more will accept that of half a million. 
But pat the number at what you will 
and it will be seen that the trans- 
portation and supply problem to be 
grappled with is of enormous magni- 
tude. Not more than 25,000 people live 
in Victoria. There will be at a moder- 
ate calculation three times as many to 
feed, clothe and house on the Yukon 
next year. There may be from ten to 
twenty times as many endeavorin;^ to 
reach the Golden North. If we ponder 
a little over these things we will get some 
conception of what is before us, and be 
convinced that no preparation in our 
power to make will bo extravagant. 



THE TRADE AND TRAFFIC 

OF THE YUKON. 

We print a letter to-day in regard to 
the supply trade of the Yukon, which 
we commend to the consideration of 
Victoria busineaa men. Hitherto the 

principal thing that haa been conaidered 
is the outfitting, the idea being that 
miners and prospectors will buy a year's 
"supply somewhere on the Coast and 
carry it in with them. There is no doubt 
that a euflicient number of people will 
do this to make the outfitting business 
all that anyone can hope it to be ; but 
Victoria merchants ought to bear in 
mind that the true business way of sup- 
plying the Yukon is through trading 
stations on the river. If arrangements 
were made so that a man with money 
or gold dust could purchase on the Yu- 
kon all that he really needs, the ma- 
jority of those who go in next year 
would take smaller outfits with them. 
This may seem at first sight to be against 
the interests of Victoria, but it will not 
hi so if our people are on the alert 
and get iu with trading stations befoi e 
competitors. That others will seize the 
opportunity if they do not is beyond all 
question. So self-evident a aeries of 
propositions as those advanced by our 
correspondent could not possibly escape 
the notice of both miners and mer- 
chants, and he has clone a v/iae thing 
ill the interest of the bueiiisss men of 
this city to call their attention sharply 
to them. 

It is to bo remembered in this connec- 
tion that in such a line there can bo no 
question of rivalry from Seattle houaes. 
It will simply bo hopeless for United 
.States business concerns to ship goods 
from their stocka into tiio Yukon to 
establish tradinir posts. The tarill' 
would render such a course unprofita- 
ble; while our Victoria houaea could 
establish branches as well in the Yukon 
as in any other (uirt of Canada. There 
is nothing to prevent a .Seattle or a San 
Kraiicieco merchant from opening a 
trading pogt on the Yukon, but in such 
an event his base of supply would no 
longer be Seattle or San Francisco. He 
would become a Canadian trader, and as 
much interested in keeping the trade 
within Canadian lines as though he 
were born iind brought U)) in the Dom- 
inion. Tlicru ia nu i|iiestion of rivalry as 
to the ])ur[iKinenl supply trade of the 
Yukon any :noru than llieru is as to the 
ordinary commercial buBiuess of Cari- 
boo, Alberni or Kootenay. It ia the sell- 
ing of supplies for miners to carry with 
them over which there will lie competi- 
tion. The true business policy for Vic- 
toria merchants seems to be to encour- 
age the purchasu of inoilerato outflla and 
to be prepared to rejjleuiHh them later 
in the season from trading posts along 
the river. They may make ap their 
minds that ouch posts will he establish- 
ed and thai miners will know before 
they go North next year where such 
posts will be and will govern themselves 
iu outOtting accordingly. 

Not withstanding all that haa been 
said and written about the Yukon ruah, 
we suppoae that none of us really appre- 
ciates what it will be like, if preaent 
promises are fulfilled, Some peopln 
will tell you that 500,000 prosi)eetors wi 1 
start for the Golden North. Vast as the 
number is, it is uot improbable that it 
may bo reached. Half a million people 
left Europe for the South African mines 
in one year. Can 500,000 people get in- 
to the .Yukon' next year? Put the 
aeaaon of travel at aix montha, and we 
have over 80,000 a month or over 2,G0O a 
day. It means besides the transporta- 
tion of thia vast number of people at 
. Jeaot a ton of BtippUea for every person. 



rilE GREATEST OF ALL. 

AVe have seen that in very many points 
the great religions of luimanity are sim- 
ilar. One of them, Confiicianiem, 
ignores tfie future, concerning itself only 
with the rules which should govern 
every day conduct. The others do not 
80 much teach that there is a futura life 
as take cognizance of it as a settled 
fact, and endeavor to show how it ciin 
be relieved of its evils. It is frequt-ialy 
said that the Bible nowhere speakc of 
man being by nature immortal, but 
treats immortality as something to be 
gained through the merits of Christ 
The first part of this claim could be 
made with equal truth of ail the other 
great religions. They do not teach that 
there is a future existence, but take it 
for granted. It is well to keep this idea 
in mind. All Oriental races believed in 
the continuous existence of the indi- 
vidual, wherein they do not appear to 
have differed greatly from other people 
who were far enough advanced to have 
developed any system of philosophy. 
Remember also that the future existence 
of the individual is no more an article of 
religion than the indestructibility of 
matter is. Both are questions of phil- 
osophy. Both are prima facie inferrable 
from the mere fait of existence. " I am, 
therefore, I shall be," is the foundation 
of every system of science, whether ap- 
plied to animate or inaniinate nature. In 
what is alleged to have been the only in- 
terview ever accorded by the (irand 
Ijama of Tibet to a European, he is said 
to have been asked: "But does it not 
follow from what yon say that beasts are 
immortal?" His reply was: "Have 
you any proof that tliey are not?" 
Wliether this is authentic or not, it in- 
dicates very well the attitude of tlie 
Oriental mind. The North American 
Indians, when they sacrificed the horse 
on the grave of its owner, gave evidence 
that the belief in the indestructibility of 
the unit of existence, whether in man or 
beast, was not confined to Asiatic people. 

So far as the conduct of the preeent 
life goes there is no very great dillerence 
between the codes laid down by all the 
great teachers, although that taught by 
Christ is infinitely the most simple, " A 
new commandment give I unto you ; 
that ye love one another." Again, 
"This is my commandment; that ye 
love one another." Again, " Love is the 
fiiUilliiig of the law." And I'ltuI, the 
great apostle of Christianity, after de- 
Hcril)ing the other virtues, said, "The 
greatest of tiiese is love." The secret of 
the Universe, according to Ohriatianity, 
is love. It is quite true that other sys- 
tems reach a conclusion very similar to 
this, but only indirectly. Of Christian- 
ity alone can it be said that it rests upon 
the existence of an imminent Deity, 
whose relationship towards his creatures 
ia that of a loving Father, and who ex- 
pects of them loving service towards 
each other. Christianity then implies 
" the Fatherhood of (iod and the Broth- 
erhood of Man." Of none of the other 
systems can this bo claimed. From the 
point of view of philosophy both the 
Brahman and the Paraee hold quite as 
exalted ideas of the Godhead as Chris- 
tians, do, and probably a very much 
more exalted one than that entertained 
by a great ranjority of Christians; but 
in those systems there is no place for the 
idea of fatherhood. The heavens might 
as well bo an arch of brass for all the 
hope there is in those Byateras for mercy 
to drop from them as the gentle dew 
upon the earth beneath. BeBiatleas law 
holda everything in its remorseless 
clutch, and relief can only come, if at 
all, after measureless sacrifice and labor. 

We begin to get now an idea of where 
the superior strength of Christianity lies. 
It offe^tr^htimanity, a way of aalvatiOD. 



It is worth while examining this thought 
a little. We have seen how the cry of hu- 
manity was for relief from the treadmill 
of existence, the eternal round of being, 

the conpciousnesa of which, drove even 
hope frura the heart. No picture of tor- 
ment Could be worse than tlie idea of an 
eveiUEting succession of existence pass- 
ing from one grade of being to another. 
Of what use were the potty triumphs to 
bu gained by ef&rt, if man aimply^went 
into another stage of being and from 
that to another, and so on for an endless 
succession, doomed to puss through every 
conceivable condition iu which matter 
can exist. To-day a man, in the next 
life a serpent, iu the next u tree, in the 
next a stone, then man or beast, king or 
slave, drivelling idiot or masterly philos- 
opher—what is so calculated to crush 
out all hope, all desire for improvement, 
all incentive to right doing as this? To 
be UEsured even of an eternal hell of tor- 
ture would be a relief. Hence the Bud- 
dhist's search for Nirvana; hence the 
Brahman's Btruggle for final absorption 
into the Godhead; hence the refusal of 
Confucius to discuss anything further 
than what pertains to the present exist- 
ence. JJke ti beacon light through dark- 
ness aud storm comes the Star of Beth- 
lehem. It gives promise of rest forever, 
and not only a rest after this life is over, 
but a consciousneBe of peace and security 
from day to day. 

In one of his eloquent sermons the late 
Dr. Chapin,o[ New York, likened hu- 
manity to the Discijiles in their ship on 
the storm-tossed Sea of Cialilee. Dark- 
ness, doubt and danger are on every 
side; the ship is going they know not 
whither; there appears only to bea choice 
of deaths, whether it shall be upon the 
breakers, wboeo roar is even now heard, 
or in the depths of the waves which at 
every instant threaten to engulf the ship. 
When the worst seems at hand, out of 
the darkness and the storm comes a 
voice. It is the voice of Love and it 
says : " It ia 1 ; be not afraid." This is 
the message of Christianity to the world. 
No other system of religion gives one 
like it. It is a message of immediate 
safety. It ia not wholly new, for the 
great sysLeQi out of which Christianity 
sprang taught it. After a life of varied 
experience, David was able to say : " As 
far as the East ia from the West, 60 far 
hxitThon removed our transgressions 
l omup. Like aa a father pitieth his 
childrf'n, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear lliiii." 

Thu3 we see wherein Christianity 
stands so immeasurably higher than all 
rival religions. The salvation it offers 
comea not after a long succession of ex- 
istences, nor only after a life of self- 
deiiial and contemplation. It is avail- 
able at any time by any person. It 
takes no thought of philosophy; it re- 
(juiroB of ita believers no long sustained 
and difhcult mental eflbrt. It is so simple 
that its Divine Teacher found ita best 
image in the heart of childhood. For 
when His Disciples clamored to be in- 
formed wlio should be greatest in the 
Ivingdom of Heaven, He set a little child 
in their midst and told them that except 
they should become like it they should 
no^ see the kingdom at all.

THE FIRE INQUIRY. 

Investigating the Mysterious Blaze at the 
Sherrllt House.

She stated that 
she had been preparing for some new 
boarders, and had on Thursday been 
cleaning out some of the rooms, She 
and her daughter, who were the only oc- 
cupants of the house on Thursday night, 
slejjt in a dilFerent room than Mrs. Sher- 
ritt usually occupied. She was awakened 
by the presence of smoke and, going into 
the kitchen, lit a lamp. In her excite- 
ment she forgot to put the chimney on 
the lamp, which she next carried into 
the dining room and set on the head of a 
lounge while she reached down and tried 
to drag away a basket filled with sil- 
ver ware which she had been clean- 
ing during the afternoon. The lamp 
fell over, she diil not see where 
nor did she notice in her excitement 
whether it was e.xtinguished. She next 
went into the bedroom, roused her 
daughter, and after dressing they went 
out to give the alarm. Mrs. Sherritt ac- 
counted for the tire in the cellar by say- 
ing she had been down about eleven 
o'clock at night for fuel and had lighted 
a match, which she threw down after it 
went out. She could give no explana- 
tion of how a third fire had been dis- 
covered in another bedroom, nor had 
there been a fire in there since last win- 
ter. This was the gist of her evidence, 
and the in(iuiry was then adjourned till 
Friday at - :30 p.m.

The last (i;i!m?a diaappeared by 11 
o'clock ttiis iiiuriiiti^, biu aa tliia mes- 
sage ia fur warded ^-ater ia still being 
poured on the rydliot masses oF ruins. 
The burned dil||b<it ia surrounded by 
enormous crowds 9 people and the rail- 
roads are running excursion trains from 
the coantrv. 

A.bout 300 firms are engaged in seek- 
ing for new otHces. An oiliciiil report 
Bays tlie c.iiwo of the flio ia unknown. A 
largo number of wiui-houses, five to six 
atoriea high, huve been Imrned and 
partly fallen, tlio whole covering ;in 
area of liOO by 15U yiuds, biiniuled by 
Nichoila .S(juary, ivIiiioikIh Place, Jowin 
Uresuont, Auatriiliun iiveu'je, I'aiil'a 
Alley and Ked Croaa street. 

The inanriinuo agenta take an optiinia- 
tic view of tlie losses, their eaiiuiates 
ranging from £300,000 to £800,000. It ia 
a fact that dozens of burned out lirnia 
were not insured, in some cases becaute 
the loCiility had long been conaulered 
dangerous by the insurance com panics.

Third— That it the Cubans do not 
heed his advice Spain will beglven more 
time without interference from the 
United .States.

MEXICO liESPEGTS LIFE. 

Leaders of a Lynching Expedition Being 
Severely Dealt With. 

Mkxico City, Mex., Nov. 19. — A pro- 
found sensation was caused in the course 
of the trial of the police oflicials, ciiarged 
with the murder of Arroyo, by the pio- 
duotion of the confession of the late in- 
spector General of Police, Velaaqutz. It 
is a most remarkable attemjit at self- 
justitication, and falsely States that a 
mob of the common people lynched 
Arroyo. 

Veldsiiuez said that no direct orders 
for Arroyo's killing were given, but that 
the populace, already strongly wrought 
up by the aaaault upon the Preaident, 

were ur<;ed by suggestiona to commit the 
deed. S.iid he : 

" I thought I was doing right in or- 
ganizing a popular manifestation to 
avenge an attack on the I^reaident and 
thua give birth in the people to a piw- 
found conviction that punishment for .o. 
act would coine swiftly in the form i ' 
lynching or whatever it may be styled." 
He then went on to show that others be- 
aidea himself thought summary ven- 
geance should be dealt to Arroyo. 

This csonfession, in the light of evi- 
dence, ia said to be full of misstatements 
and in no case would it have prevented 
Velasquez's prosecution, for the govern- 
ment waa determined to punish the 
crime. ^ 

The prosecuting attorney, in a strong 
argument, pleaded for the execution of a 
death sentence on all the prisoners ex- 
cept ex-Asaistant Chief of Oetectives 
Cabrera and one other minor prisoner, 
who were not directly implicated in the 
tragedy. Tlie caee ia likely to be con- 
cluded Sunday or Monday.

To Tine Eoitok: — Tiio able manner in* 
which you have, throu;;h your admirable 
paper, advot;ated our Britisli Columbia 
and Dominion interests in the direction 
of an all-Canadian route to the Klondy ke 
liver, as well as pointing out the neces- 
sity of our merchants preparing for the 
l.irge amount of business whicli to all 
appearances wo are to have this coming 
season, induces me to ask you to con- 
sider the position of the miners, in- 
vestors and others who will be in- 
duced to go into the country immedi- 
ately it is understooil that a foaaible 
winter route for travel has been estab- 
lished, whether by the Stickeen or any 
other. 1 myself, an old timer who 
have gone through some of the 
old mining excitements on this 
coaat, have been astonished at tlio 
advice given to those who have already 
attempted to reach the Eldorado and 
failed, and which same advice, it seems 
to me, ia to be continued, and if fol- 
lowed will to the majority be as disas- 
trous as the White Pass and Skagway 
stampede has been. 

I am quite sure that if any of the old- 
timers, whether British Colambians or 
from other mining centres, have gone to 
Dawson City you will find that the ques- 
tion of outfitting as advised through tlie 
uewepapers has not been followed, and 
tliat they have gone in as minera of the 
olden lime travelled, with enough and 
no more than they could see a way of 
carrying through tlie mountains. News- 
papers have almost exclusively given 
their columns to those who liave advo- 
cated the purchase of large and expen- 
sive outfits on the Coast, of course giv- 
ing every detail as to the (|uantity, 
prices and w hat kind of arliclea — even 
to adzes, crosecut saws and horaeahoe 
nails — should betaken. The experience 
of last seaaon must demonstrate tliat for 
a miner to take in a year's supplies be 
must have his transport with him. How 
many of tliose who will go in know how- 
to put a blanket on a horse? Ilow 
many know how to drive a horseshoe 
nail? Is there one in 600 who can 
throw a lash rope? How many can 
make a boat? Out of the thousands 
who will go in tliis year not five per 
cent, will probably have ever been in a 
wild mountainous country. If the same 
course is followed as last year we will 
have the same results. The merchants 
on the Coaat will get their money ; the 
miners, prospectors and travellers will be 
scuttered from the Coast to the Yukon 
in the same helpless condition those 
have been and are in who tiave endeavor- 
ed to reach the mines laden down 
with freight which it was impossible to 
move. Indians, who bad oeen doing 
some packing at reasonable figures for 
the fevv who went early, soon saw and 
made use of this opportunity. Those 
who took animals for general freighting 
saw this, and the result was that those 
who wanted and could pay a reasonable 
figure for the freighting of their supplies 
from the coast to the inland waters were 
blocked because the government monopo 
lized all the transport, paying as high aa 
a dollar a pound for packing ovcr a few 
miles of trail. 

What I would advise you to do Mr. 
Editor, and there ia no one I know more 
fitted to do so, ia to Impress upon our 
merchants and transportation companies 
tiie necessity of indicating to the public 
what they propose to do in the way 
of assisting the country in opening 
up this great field for business. 

In all the mining excitements that I 
have had any experience of, I have found 
the merchants in the van with their 
goods, and all the miner had to do was 
to take in wiiai, e""^ '^^^ necessary for 
hla journey, depending upo." the mergh- 
ants for liis auppliea, wliether to work 
his mine or go oil' prospecting. The 
merchants will see that they make a 
profit, but be it ever so large, it would 
be better for the miner, who would at 
any rate know that if be had the money 
he could get what he wanted on arrival. 



wliile under the present arrangement a 
man starts away with a year's supplies 
and does not know how long (if ever) he 
will be able to get through with them. 

It ia time that the country should 
know what they have to expect from the 
merchants. Are any from the CoaSf 
cities going in with goods, or are they 
going to depend upou what profit they 
can make by selling at home? If none 
are going into the businesB from berej 
endeavor, Mr. Editor, to work up some 
enthuBiasm and enterprise from outsidei 
parties, and let it be advertised, well ad- 
vertised, that so and so will have a depot 
of supplies of nil kinds necessary for a 
miner at points along the line of route.

THE GRAVE OP A BRITISH HERO. 

To Tin; Editoi! : — What more natural 
than mention of such a grave should 
bring thoughts of Westminster Abbey 
and ,St. Paul's, where our country's il- 
lustrious dead lie buried, and where the 
monuments and inscriptions excite such 
deep emotion. 

But of this grave I am about to speak, 
although it is that of one who fought 
bravely for bis country and at a critical 
period, it is not to be seen iu either of 
these honored shrines of departed worth ; 
and but by mere chance would be lost to 
notice, from its obscurity in being a sol- 
itary English tomb in the burial ground 
of a foreign country, 

Many years ago, when in Paria, I paid 
a visit to " Piero la Chaiae," that well 
known cemetery of the inhabitants of 
Puria; the inscriptions on the tomb- 
stones, 1 need scarcely say, were in the 
French tongue ; but to my agreeable 
surprise one in lOnglish met my gaze, the 
inscription which I read in silent ad 
miration, and which is as follows: 

' Peace to the hero, who undaunted stood 
When Acre's streets were red with Turk- 
ish blood. 

In warlike France, where great Napoleon 

rose, 

Tlie man who checked Ills conquests finds 

repose. 

ICngland, who claims his triumphs as her 
own, 

lias reared for him her monumental stone. 
This tomb which marks his grave was here 
supplied 

By friends with whom he lived, with whom 
he died ; 

A tribute to his memory. Here beneath 
Lies the bold heart of Sydney Smith." 

Thia is that Sydney Smith who fought 
BO bravely in defence of St. Jean D'Acre 
to prevent Buonaparte's clieriahed de- 
sign to wrest India from British jiosses- 
sion by way of Egypt, and of whom 
Napoleon, when at St. Helena, said, 
" That man made me min3 my destiny." 

But it was not only upon Napoleon 
that his valor made such an impression, 
for in Alliaon'a "History of Modern 
Europe" you have a most interesting 
and Boul-stirring account of how nobly 
in behalf of his country he acqnitted 
himself in defence of Acre and thus frus- 
trated the ambitious designs of Napol- 
eon, and who, therefore, with others of 
our country's distinguished men, may be 
justly regarded as one of the connecting 
links that haa led to the nation's present 
gloriously ascendant poeitioii.

AN INDIAN OBJECT LESSON. 

ToTiiii F.DiToii; — At Rev. Dr. Wileon's 
lecture on New Metlakatla the other 
evening an intereslini: account of an 
election there was given by him, as 
nearly as I can remeniber it as follows: 

At the appoinleil time the Inilians 
were srathered at their council hall and 
proceeded according to custom to nomin- 
ate the required number of caiididali!B 
for councillors. Thia being done the 
election immediately followed each naiii(( 
being submitted peparately and one black 
hall rejecting. Onlliis occauion one of 
the most eligihlecanilidatea was rejected, 
notwithstanding that the ballot was re- 
peated in case the black ball had appear- 
ed by accident. But the black 
hall persistently reappeared and there 
was nothing left hut to choose 
another candidate. The regulations, 
however, rrnjnired the cdijector to irive 
hia objecl ions (irivately to ibe presiding 
otlicer. The reaetui tiiven m tbia e:'.se 
was that when visiting Victoria to- 
gether the candidate, while luirchaf-ing 
goods, received too much change and 
enquired of Jiim after leaving the store 
what lie ouglit to do about it. ''Now," 
said the Indian, "although he wont hack 
with the money, the man who does not 
know enough to be honest without asking 
others is not a fit and proper person to 
ho a councillor." Permit mo to suggest 
that tiie Metlakatla principle In elei-- 
tions should be tried (with some modifi- 
cations) in some of the larger cities. 
Gieater New York for instance. If can- 
didates could only be rejected as easily, 
and for similar reasonB, what might be 
expected in the way of improved streets 
and sewere, and what reduction in taxes, 
but alas ! we are not yet Indians.
